LICENSING AGREEMENT. 

2. CHIN. BONG HYON OF KOREA PLASTIC IND. CO. HAS BEEN 
DROPPED FROM THE MISSION. REPRESENTATIVE OF DONG IL TEXTILE 
CO. WILL BE CHUNG, JONG HWA. PRESIDENT, INSTEAD OF SURH, 

MIN SOK. VICE PRESIDENT. 

3. BUSINESS INTERESTS OF REMAINING MISSION MEMBERS HAVE BEEN 
REFINED AS FOLLOWS: 

A. BOO, WAN HYOK (YUL SAN ALUMINUM IND. CO.) IS INTERESTED 

IN IMPROVED TECHNOLOGY FOR MANUFACTURE OF ALUMINUM. YUL SAN, 

ESTABLISHED IN 1969, HAS ABOUT 400 EMPBOYEES AND IS A MANU- 
FACTURER AND EXPORTER OF ALUMINUM. THE FIRM IMPORTS ALUMINUM 
BILLET AND CHEMICALS. 1976 EXPORTS TOTALED $1,270,00. 

B. KIL, CHAE HO (SAM JUNG PULP IND. CO. ) IS SEEKING 
TECHNOLOGY FOR PRODUCTION OF HIGH QUALITY PULP AND PAPER. 
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SAM JUNG, WHICH WAS ESTABLISHED IN 1974 HAS 180 EMPLOYEES 
AND MANUFACTURES STRAW PULP.

INTERESTED U.S. FIRMS. IN ADDITION. MISSION MEMBERS 

WILL HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY TO TRAVEL INDIVIDUALLY TO MEET WITH 
U.S. FIRMS, AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE ORGANIZED PROTION OF 
THE MISSION ITINERARY.

6655. KCCI EXPRESSED DESIRE TO HAVE A PROPORTIONATE NUMBER 
OF INTERESTED AMERICAN FIRMS PRESENT AT CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
MEETINGS, FOR A GENERAL DISCUSSION FOF ECONOMIC TRENDS AND 
OPPORTUNITIES, FOLLOWED BY SHORT INDIVIDUAL DISCUSSION 
BETWEEN AMERICAN AND KOREAN COUNTERPARTS. SHOULD SUFFICIENT 
INTEREST DEVELOP, MORE DETILED DISCUSSIONS COULD BE SCHEDULED 
DURING PERIODS SET ASIDE FOR BUSINESS APPTS. IN SCHEDULE 
OUTLINE. 

7. KCCI ALSO REQUESTS THAT USDOC ARRANGE INDUSTIAL TOURS. 

THE MISSION HOPES TO VISIT ONE OR TWO PLANTS IN EACH CITY. 

8. KCCI IN CONJUNTION WITH KOREAN EMBASSY, KOREAN CONSULATES 
AND KOREAN TRADE PROMOTION CORPORATION, WILL ARRANGE FOR 
LODGING, TRAVEL (EXCEPT PLANT TOURS), NEW YOR VISIT FROM 

9/16 - 9/18, WASHINGTON D.C. VISIT FROM 9/21 - 9/22 AND 
ALL MEETINGS WITH KOREAN BUSINESSMEN. 

9. POST APPRECIATES ASSISTANCE FROM USDOC. ESPECIALLY ON 
SUCH SHORT NOTICE AND WILL MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO INSURE PROPER 
COORDINATION ON THIS END. MISSION MEMBERS WILL MEET NEXT 

WEEK AND MORE DETAILED INFORMATION WILL HOPEFULLY BE AVAILABLE.
